Oné hundred hinety 
one students from eighteen public and non-public schools pechi- ’ 
cipated-in the study, Fifty students were tncluded tn eac . 
skill category except "Vowels 111" to which onty thirty- four 
second graders had been assigned before the_ winter, recess. 


The accompanying chart shows the percent, of whekwek 
‘responses to ‘items. in ten of eighteen skill categories being . 
delivered by reading aides. Mastery level tn letter recogni- 
tion (upper and lowér case): for students referred ‘Py. classroom 
teachers remained at the 99% level. Retention. level'was found 
to be 85% in all categories except "Vowels tI". This category 
required the selection of a lang vowel including vowel digraphs 

and is usually not accomplished until mid-third grade. '

An iwkerest ing side eitent of- the study was noted again 
this year. ‘Aides assisting the program coordinator with the 
administration of the probes took note of students. who "did 
not remember", -After testing, several aides commented they had 
reinforced the skills previously thought mastered.
